to pry into their attions,it perchance, they 
could learne any thing, to make their ſiu- 
pition ſ{ceme a certainty. Pur « our {uppo- 
ied Spant. ds uſed themiclves to warily, 
that they tailed of their purpoſe, yet never- 
theleſle ; they ccaſed not toc blerve them 
owly , not tticking at Jait to wi 
fold thei: luſpition t th ung ma- 
ny reafons to perſwade hin tolooke more 
necrely to himſeltc,than to t:ult his ſatery 
to the Tk efthem . that were borne hi3 
bur hee |ull'd in fecuritie by thei:

This conld not bee fo cloſely carricd 
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but the two [tra Ngcr: ; underito od i It, and 
theret: re wite! Ly coniutering. that choug| [1 
now they were tully poliefſed of the king: 
favonr, yet the tide might turne . and hee

In this manner , they met with the ene- 
my, who pretently gave ta2m batcell, and 
theo {git was fierce on betn #3923 ; in the 
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(who were placed as I (aid beto:e, in the 
ki it ip) thinking nov oF never, 
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the Barbarian in their armes.and \ tolently 
threw him into the ſhip that was next 
them, where betore hee could rile againe, 
hee was taken and carried under hatches. 
the brothers in the meane time, ſheviing 
v phat they were, violently jet uponthe 
B arbarsans in that (hip, making a way for 
the Spanzards , who preiently boorded 
cr. 
This chance ſo territed the poore Afri- 
cans, that they knew ncither what to ſay 
Las. and the cry went in an initant, that 
No king was taken : w hereupon , being 
infinitely amazed, and in this amazement 
the Spaniards =p allaulting them, 
they loſt all courage, and theretore, with 
what {peed they cou 2d. ungrapling them- 
ſelves, in a molt contuled order they fled, 
and were as fait purſued by thc cnemie, 
who tooke and kill'd as many as they 0- 
vertooke, in this fort, they retted not, the 
one party dying, and the other tullowing, 
till they came to the haven of T#zs,w here 
the Barbarians, preſently getting a ſhore, 
made _ refiſtance,toitop al the Spani- 
ard trom landing, bur {nally had it ad- 
rantaged then being al ready beaten, and 
'theit 
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ther enemies the COnquerours , had nor 


preſently a flagge beene put out : for the 
Lordes of the COUNtrey , vi ho were lett a5 
governours of the place , while the king 
was at the warres, hearing of the over- 
throw , and ot the captivity of the king, 
and now fearing the ſurprizall of the 
towne, they cholc rather, to ſtand to ſuch 
conditions of peace , as the enemy thou!

wholy ſubmit themielves to his g0- 
vernement , rather choolng to bre 
commanded by a itranger , than ſuch a 
montiter. 

Every thing being ordred,in a moſt con» 
venient maner, and a garrifon of !ontdiers 
put into the tone ; the Duke of Mrdnia, 
with the two noble youthe s, and thepri- 
ſoner king of T #nz, and the Amballadors 
of the towne returned homeward , wherc 
they were received with the loud clamours 
and thoutes of joy , of the overgladded 
people, 
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pcople,c.ery where they came, ſhewes and 
triumphes 1erepretented them, 
them. fome in once {ort, and Llome in ano- 
thes - {etting forth the honourable ations 
of the noble Szcrlrans; in this PONMIPOUUtuS 
manner , they came at Jait to the court at 
$1vill, where they were enter tained by the 
king in mo!t Joving manner, efpecially the 
wo brothers , 
ove hee imbraced, calling them his protec- 
frours and 7 3 li p S IMPULTING « thote 
things to their honour and tame, that they 
of « Iuty ought to have performed. Thus 
liv'd theſe two in honour and credit,every 
man highly eizeeming them , as the onely 
mirrours of admirable valour, and fingtue 
lar wizcdome in that ae. |

requeſt of the brc thers) hee was broughttg

Hee had not gone farre, but looking be- 
hinde him, hee might perceive them to bee 
laid downe on the a the vertue of the 
charme having {0 wrought on them , that 
they were not able to goe any further,and 
therefore yeelding to neceſfſitic , they laid 
them downe : which hee well ſeeing.,call 4 
forth his aunt & brother , ( who ſtood not 
farre off in a thicket ) requiring their arde 
ro beare them away , but the wretche.| 
Avadriana , excellently well skilPd in mit- 
cheite,feeling their breath and pulſe, and 
perceiving all to bee quiet as ſhee wiſhed, 
ſtayed rhem with this gracious coun- 
ſe]I. 

Raſh beginnings ( nephewes) make az 
untoward an ending, and a haſty bitch 
you know brings but blinde puppies : 
wiſe men ſhould _confider of their ations, 
before they undertake them, and ſce what 
fucceſſe or feare of danger they carry with 
them,andnot runne. headlong on without 
iſcretion,as if fortune mult needes favour 
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yeu, howlſoever you order your procee- 
dings. I ſpeake this (nephewes) as taxing 
your overhalty forwardnefſe , in a mat- 
ter of {Oo great moment ; for what: 
could you getby thus conveying them a- 
way , but an aſſured deitration? tor'you 
would bee the ftirit that would bee ſuſpe- 
ted tor ſtealing them, as having done it 
betore : therefore my counſell is,that you 
ſtay till they are buried, and then you may 
at pleaſure take them out of the tombe.and 
uſe them withour tutpition ; betides, how 
would my heart lcape within mee, it wee 
could by ſome quaint meanes, accule their 
ſweethearts of their death,and bring them 
to death for it. O it would make mee 
young againe,which mee thinkes were ea- 
fie to bee brought o paſſe, would you tol- 
low my coun{el] , and behave your ſelves 
reſolutely & like men! Not far off the two 
lovers are coming hitherwards, I deſcried 
them now avgaintt they come hither, 'goe 
you and railc the officers and the people 
to apprehend them,as guilty of poyſoning 
them, which yon muſt conſtantly avouch ; 
as for my ſelte I will not bee feene init, 
that it may earry the more ſhew of truth, 


and 
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and when they come to ſee their {weete- 
heartes, they (hall not onely finde them 
(as they will tuppote ) dead, bur alſo they 
{hall bee apprehended.arraigned, cendem- 
ned,and executed tor their deathes, whilcit 
you two, void of all manner of feare, may 
treely injoy the iweet imbraces of your 
loves, and I may tat my felte with joy for 


the happy overthrow oft two ſuch cou- 


les. | 
This counſell was fo well lik-d, that ir 
was preſently put in prattiſe, tor thetwo 
brothers perceiving the gentlemen tobee 
neere at hand, ranne in all haite to the 
towne, with a loud outcry, ſtrongly accu 
ling Cleanthes and Polydore,tar the poylo- 
ning of Calanthia and Florella, which 
they conſtantly avouched themſelves to 
have ſcene , as they went that way by 
chance; this ſtrange accident amazed all 
men, eſpecially ſic has knew the perſous 
that were ſo taxed, yet their conſtant accu- 
ation of them , upon their owne know- 
ledge, moved a beleite in them, yet mixt 
with admiration tor ſo rarea chance: of- 
ficers therefore and a guard being appoin= 
red, then they went directly to the place 
where 
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where they found the two gentlemen, and 
old C/idamas (whom their outcry had cal- 
led forth ) wotully lamenting the loſle of 
ewo ſuch excellent creatures, blaming the 
crueltie of death and fortune , for crofſing 
fo happy a marriages wW ould have beene 
in the conjunction of 1o excellent paires : 
(cldome is it ſeene, that greite goes alone, 
but comwonly one falls upon the neck of 
another,and lo it was here, for the guard 
upon the fight of the Gentlemen, preſently 
apprehended them on ſuſpition of mur- 
der,for poiſoning the two gentlewomen : 
which Hormi/da and Poliprs ( being dif- 
euiſed) conitantly maintained ro bee true, 
as having themielves ſeene the deede 
done. 

This was ſtrange newes to the diſtrafted 
lovers, and as ſtrange it was to old C/ida- 
»as. tor though hee was itrongly perſwa- 
ded ot the integritie . and vertne of his 
ſonnes.and knew by experience, that they 
lovd his daughters exceedingly , yet the 
unmo»'d geſture of the accufers, his igno= 
rance of them,asnot knowing them, made 
him wonder, yet could hee not bee periwa* 
ded; but that they were falſe, andthere” 
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forc he told the officers, that they were 
miltaken, and tooke wrong, pertons, that 
the accuicrs eyes had decei d them.taking 
one for another.that the gentlemen and his 
daughters were contrafted together, and 
within three or foure dayes thould have 
beene married , had not this untimely 
chance hapned.and theretore it wasnot to 
bee credited, that they ſhould to fudainely 
bee changed trom dying for their loves, 
it it ſhould have beene denie1 them, to flat 
poyloning them, which could not be done 
but for a mortall hate : but all would not 
doe. tor the accuters were inſtant and urge 
their aſſertion :; and the ofthcers beleeved. 
and therefore without any more reply, 
they carried them away to Palermo to 
priſon, yet before they went, they deſired 
Clidamas not to belceve any ſuch report, 
roteſting that they were, ascleare of the 
ha, as they were grieved #5r the lofſe of 
cheir eſpouled wives : requeſting moreo- 
ver.that he would for their ſakes, whom c- 
ver he had affeted, keepe the bodies unbu- 
Ls!, tillthe truth of the whole matter, 
ſhottbec made manifeſt, this he promi- 
ledto performe, ſow ith teares on either» 
tide, 
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{ide,they departed,they to priton, and hee 
home,-with his {luppoled dead daughte:s 
to his owne houſe. 

TI he day of rriall was within two dayes 
after , which being come, and the Judges 
ſeated according to the cuitome, the prity- 
ners were placed at the barre, where plea- 
ding not guilty,an4 putting themlelves to 
the triall ot the lJaw,the accuters were com- 
manded to ſtand torth and ipeake, where- 
upon, Heorwi{daitood torth, and tpake 
thus, 

Itmay ſceme a ſtrange matter ( reverent 
Iudges)tor us , that are meere ltrangers it 
this place, to accuſe them ot luch cminent 
note as theſe two aic reported to bee, and 
of a crime {0 monitrous and hainous, but 
cur conſciences told us , that it wee kept 
ſuch a deed of darkeneile privy to our 
{clves,weeſhould make our ob allo guil- 
ty of the fa&, and theretore wee thought it 
better to accuſe them, then to carry about 
with our ſelves the tedious gripings ot a 
guilty conſcience;tor alas, what'clie would 
it have benefited us, to have them pe: ill; ? 
they being men ſo tarre trom doing us any 
injury, thatl Know not whether wee have 
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{eene them heretofore or no,and therefore 
farre bee it from you, to imagine that wee 
ſhould accuſe them out of ſpleene Or anger. 
whom now firſt of all wee know : and] 
would to God it had not beene our hap ſo 
to have knowne them, then ſhould we per- 
chancc have beene ſa fer , and a the 
envy of the over-affeftionate multitude, 
for accuſing them great in their tavour:tor 
you arenot ignorant my Lordes, what a 
burthen we have br ought upon our ſelves, 
wee incurre the malice of the people, what 
more violent? we adventure rude and ſim- 
ple,againit men of excellent eloquence and 
attrafting rhetorick.and what more hope- 
lefſe ? we undergoe the ſharp cenlure of the 
law. if wee ſhould bee overthrowne, and 
what more dangerous ? yet ſuch is our ſet- 
led confidence , in the juttice ot our owne 
cauſe, & the truſt we have in your tpright- 
neſſe,that wee dare adventure all the nd 
as many more, in the 4. -nNarging our 
ſoules of ſo heavy a weight, as tie concea= 

ling of ſo impious a murder 
May it pleaſe your Lord{hips, therefore 
to underſtand, thatupon the day of this 
bloody deed ,my friend here and my ſelte, 
travailing 
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travailing towards Palermo, and paſling 
through a little grove, ſuddainely heard a 
cry.and the neerer we appoached to it, the 
more perfe&ly we perceived it to be a wo- 
mans voice.and therefore making haſt, wee 
might ſometimes by fits. hear theſe or ſome 
like ſpeeches, as gentle loves have pitty on 
us, bee not ſo unmercitu]l , to {taine your 
faire hands,in cur innocent bloods, thele 
words made us mend our pace.to {ce if wee 
could ( as manhood willed us ) ſavethe 
lives of the women , trom ſuch bloody 
butchers; wee were no 10oner come into 
ſight.but wee might behold, the two gen-

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{tnce have heard ) being men approved in 
warre and fights, prelently grew too hard 
for us, & would have charmed our tongues 
for ever babling, if our legs had beene no 
better than our hands : but the Gods bee

ladges pondring and overwaighing of the 
pl. tintitfes truth, hee procceded to ſentence 
in this manner. 

It is a hard matter in fo dithcult a caufe,

Old {{idamas ,, who all this time had 
Kept his houſe, as in ſulpence what ſhould 
become of his two friendes, now that hee 
heard of their condemnation . and the 
meſſage they had ſent unto him, riting up 
and taying nothing but, O {u{tice, how are 
thy blinde eyes abuſed ! hee rooke the

How 15 that yce have 
no way to detend the innocent ? muſt 1t 
needes bee that a guiltlefſe like nwlſt be lot 
for a Ice that fome other blondy villaine 
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hath commined? it it be fo then? at leaſt 
grant me this bounce, that the truth of thig 
miltery, may at one time or other be more 
evideutly knowne to all th: world, that 
though they loſe their lives, yet their 
fames may live in everlaſting memory : 
for thiukes my deare Cleanthes and Poly- 
dove that I bcleeve this accuſation ? nong, 
my heart i8as tree from any ſuch ſulpici- 
on, as your han{s and hearts I know wcre 
farre from doing a deede fo misbecoming 
you x and may your foules take as much 
comfort after death, as mine is farre from 
thinking any harme in you. Thele words 
were ſpoxen by him ſo afteCtionately, that 
it mov4lall his hearers to pitty and com- 
pailion. bur the gentlemen with undaunted 
kearts,tcſtitying that his thoughts did not 
deceive him, thanked him for his good 
opinion of them , nothing doubting bur 
time would make itmore cleare to bee a 
truth - infallible. And therewith they 
went to take their Jaſt leaves of their dead 
miltreſſes,and therefore approaching neere 
the beere,& diſcovering their faces (which 
death could not rob of thoſe innate perfe- 


ftions, that liberall nature had beſtowed 
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on them in their births, {{eanthes (while 


Potyaore dil che like to Florella) tooke his 
farewell of his ſenſclefle Callanthia in 
theſelaments, 

Could that dead rongue of thine, ( O 
lovely corpes of my once deare Callan.

ctionT know it would pronounce mee as 
ewltlefſe of thy death, as thou in death art
